10. Our reporting: 

Increased appreciation for FDD capabilities seems evident 
in IC)D/dd/p. Our first issues of the Review of Communist Theoretical 
Journals have been received with very favorable comment and have been 
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followed, up with two new requirements, one for regular reporting 
of Revisionism and Dissidence in the world's Communist parties, and 
another for coverage of developments in the Soviet attitude ooward 
Afro-Asian countries. We are developing a response to these 
requirements in liaison with ICD personnel. 

We have received favorable comments on FDD Summary 2513 — 
USSR Electronic and Precision Instrument Manufacturers (2) -- Plants 
of time USSR Instrument -Making Industry] Industrial Register, two 
areas of ORR, and 0SI expressed appreciation for the report.
